An experiment by Purdue experi­ 
ment station 
officials with 
“ hahv 
beef” clubs, which 
if 
successful 
will be made state-wide, was start­ 
ed iwhen a meeting of thirty breed­ 
ers and feeders of l>eef cattle was 
held 
on the Coleman farm Friday 
afternoon. 
The meeting was infdfcmal 
and 
was opened by Thomas <S. Coleman 
of Lafayette, state 
county, 
agent 
leader, who acted as host at Lane’s 
End, attractive cottage on the Cole­ 
man farm, and Dean 
Skinner 
of 
Purdue and F. G. King, in charge 
of cattle experimental feeding 
at 
Purdue, joined in the discussion. 
A m ajority of the 
feeders 
and 
breeders 
of 
beef 
cattle 
present 
pledged themselves to give physical 
and moral support to the movement 
and E. E . Privett, instructor in ag­ 
riculture in the Rushville 
schools, 
and Paul Irnel, instructor in agri­ 
culture in 
the 
W alker 
township 
schools, in co-operation 
with 
the 
county agent, Hersehel 
VanMatre, 
w ill attempt the organization of two 
clubs. 
“ Aside from any consideration of 
profit,” said Charles Spencer, Rich­ 
land township, who has been feeding 
cattle for twenty-eight years, “ we 
owe it to the hoys of the county to 
start a movement of this kind. 
W e 
won’t he in the harness much long­ 
er and the problem of keeping the 
boys on the farm is a serious one. ” 
Before the question of originating 
calf clubs was raised, the value 
of 
stimulating the beef cattle industry 
in 'Rush county was discussed 
at 
some length, and it was agreed that 
while all farmers could not 
raise 
beef cattle and feed them for 
the 
market 
on a 
large scale, due to 
the types of their farms and their 
attitude toward 
beef 
cattle, there 
is ample room in Kush county for 
stimulating the raising and feeding 
of beef cattle. 
It 
was also 
emphasized 
in the 
course of the discussion that 
any 
beef cattle program 
should recog­ 
nize the value of 
pure 
breds 
to 
bring large returns on 
investment 
and labor. 
The men present were unanimous 
in the opinion that the greato-t han­ 
dicap to increasing the number of 
beef cattle on Rush county 
farms 
was the lack of breeders 
of pure 
bred stock to supply feeders, mak-

Young Woman Known Here Tells of 
People Lying in Water in Heaps

Morgan street has received a letter 
from a friend, Miss Minnie Yande- 
nnkker af Hialeah, Fla., in 
which 
she describes conditions that exist­ 
ed during the hurricane and storm 
last week end. 
Miss Vandenakker is known here, 
and spent some time in this eitv last 
summer with friends. Tn her letter, 
she savs she is glad to he alive, and 
that “ wp are homeless and 
penni­ 
less, and yet we are lucky. There is 
not a house standing here.” 
The little town of TTialeah 
was 
badly wrecked, 
according to 
all 
press dispatches, and the letter re­ 
ceived from Miss Vandenakker sub­ 
stantiates the press reports. 
Tn describing part of the storm, 
the letter reads as follows:

Sweeping

Rockies, Bringing Crop-Killing 
Frosts—Snow in Northwest 


6 INCHES IN NORTH DAKOTA 


Chicago, 
Sept. 
25— (U.R)— le v 
breezes, bringing flurries of snow and 
crop-killing frosts, swept east from 
the 
Canadian 
Rockies 
today, 
through the Central west. 


Temperatures below freezing 
in 
the Dakotas, Nebraska, Iowa, M in­ 
nesota, 
Northern Wisconsin, 
and 
Michigan were reported to weather 
bureau officials. Coodland, Kansas, 
reported a 54 degree drop in temper­ 
ature to frost. 


Storm warnings, sent to shipping 
centers on the Great Lakes yester­ 
day, were withdrawn last night. 


Tn North Dakota a six inch snow 
blanketed 
the wheat fields, 
while 
similar conditions were reported in 
the vallev of the Rod river of the 
north from British 
Columbia 
to 
Winnipeg, the heart of the Canadian 
wheat belt. W heat losses in the 
do­ 
minion due to the cold 
wave 
will 
total more than $12,000,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., 
Sept. 25— (U.R) 
T\ a rning of frost tonight through­ 
out 
northern and central 
Indiana 
was issued today by the local wea­ 
ther hiireau. 


The frost will he heavy on low ­ 
lands and exposed places and con­ 
siderable 
damage 
to 
crops 
and 
garden truck is expected. 


Tn some few places the frost may 
he killing, weather bureau officials 
said. Tomatoes, beans 
and 
other 
garden truck will suffer most while 
many fields of corn are still imma­ 
ture enough to he in danger.

Rescue Workers Strive Frantically 
to Reach Men Entombed by Rock 
Falling in Opening 


THREE INSTANTLY KILLED 


Iron wood, Mich., Sept. 25— (U.R)— 
Trapped late yesterday when 
hun­ 
dreds of tons of rock hurtled 
into 
the opening of the mine in 
which 
they were working, some 41 men to­ 
day were entombed 
hundreds 
of 
feet below the earth’s surface, whiie 
more than a hundred rescue workers 
strove frantically to penetrate 
the 
mass of earth that 
lies 
between 
the men and life. 
Thought to have been loosened hv 
vibration, the rock fell into the op­ 
ening as an elevator with three men 
in it began to ascend. 
Res cue squads, working in shifts 
through the night, reached the bo­ 
dies of the three men killed in the 
♦ age. 
The corpses were- so badly 
mangled that identification was im­ 
possible.

Engineers today encouraged 
the 
rescue workers with statements that 
there seems to be lit hie 
immediate 
danger to the men entombed below. 
The main danger lies in suffoca­ 
tion. W ater or gas is not troubling 
ihe men, the engineers said. 
The boulders, “ tore 
out” 
near 
the surface of the mine, and hound­ 
ed down the incline.

Two Are Wounded After Exchang­ 
ing Shots With Marines On Guard 
Duty In Miami

Miami, Fla., Sept. 25— The after- 
math of the West Indian hurricane 
which devastated South Florida as­ 
sumed a more serious aspect today 
than at any time since the 
storm 
broke. 
Rehabilitation plans 
of officials, 
especially the conscription of negro 
labor and goveernor M artin’s order 
to scores of families to evacuate the 
entire 
lake 
Okeechobee 
district 
where the finding of decomposed bo­ 
dies increased the possibility of an 
epidemic, met difficulties. 
Stern measures have been adopt­ 
ed to quell race trouble, threatened 
as an upshoot of the wounding 
of 
two negroes and two marines 
and 
the 
enforced labor of unemployed 
negro males. 
Twenty-two negroes, two of them 
wounded, are under arrest as a re­ 
sult of the first outbreak. The m ar­ 
ines, also, are under 
arrest in 
a 
hospital. 
J. D. Allen and E . L. Melbourne, 
the Marines, were said to have fired 
upon two negroes 
in the 
colored 
section of Miami. The Marines said 
the negroes were looting a wrecked 
store. The negroes returned the fire. 
All the participants

were 
wounded 
and 
the 
incident 
threatened 
serious 
proportions,

any cattle at all. 
“ Can a man not feeding cattle 
afford to raise one calf a y ear if he 
can sell it good at fifteen m onths?” 
was the qu estion propou nded by Mr. 
Coleman in su mming u p the discu s­ 
sion. 
lie 
adv ocated 
then, 
when 
breeders and feeders agreed 
this 
cou ld be done, that the nex t step 
was the formation of beef 
(*attle 
clu bs among the boy s, which in the 
cou rse of ten y ears wou ld dev elop 
a new generation 
of 
beef 
cattle 
raisers and re-establish the indu s­ 
try in the cou nty , lie estimated that 
ou t of twenty boy s starting in calf 
clu bs, ten 
wou ld 
probably 
fail 
throu gh adaptability or lack of in­ 
terest, to bo su ccessfu l and wou ld 
drop ou t, bu t ten wou ld be left

Has competition in feeding 
cattle become so strong that we can 
afford to raise ou r own cattle r a ­ 
ther than let the cheap land of the 
west produ ce ou r feeders?” he ask­ 
ed. 
Mr. King said that the qu ality of 
the cattle on the market was poorer 
becau se of the lack of farmers who 
fed for the market and the large 
nu mber of farmers who are pu tting 
their dairy cu lls on the market. 
Emphasis was placed

which is not salable and they also

Nothing cou ld bo more 
profitable than for Ru sh cou nty to 


get into the bu siness

in eight or ten y ears I do not see 
why boy s and men 
can not raise

"We have been going through a 


change in the cattle business," sta 
ted Mr. King. "We are confronted 
now with more men wanting to feed 
cattle than there are cattle avail- 
able. The western 
pastures 
are 


producing fewer every year and the 
type of the market, which now de- 
mands fat yearlings, is making 
more head necessary to meet the 
demand. Has competition in feeding 
cattle become so strong that we can 
afford to raise our own cattle ra- 
ther than let the cheap land of the 
west produce our feeders?" he ask- 
ed. 


Mr. King said that the quality of 


the cattle on the market was poorer 
because of the lack of farmers who 
fed for the market and the large 
number of farmers who are putting 
their dairy culls on the market. 


'Emphasis was placed on the fact 


that beef cattle can be raised at a 
profit because they eat roughage 
which is not salable and they also 
will produce the milk required on 
the farm. . 


"I never fed any beef cattle," 


said Walter Bitner of Center town- 
ship, president of the Bush County 
Farm Bureau, ""but I, am interested 
in this movement in behalf of the 
farm bureau.

In opening the meeting, Mr. Cole-

"Bush county stands at the head 


of all the 'counties of the United 
States in hog production," he point- 
ed out. "During the last ten years 
there has been a decided trend to 
the dairy business, but if we .were to

business.

roughage .produced on the average 
farm than the hogs can eat.
